Louis Pennell, aged 18 years, the 
youth who was injured bv a thresh­ 
ing machine exhibited at the 1912

This is one of the largest personal 
injury verdicts secured in La Crosse 
in some time and is the only person­ 
al injury award made by a jury at 
this term of circuit court. 
The injured boy was represented 
bv Attorney Frank Withrow. 
Pennell in his complaint alleged 
that the Rumely Products company 
had on exhibit at the Interstate fair 
: last fall a threshing machine. 
The 
machine was run by a huge belt con­ 
nected with a steam engine. 
To en­ 
able a spectator to observe the work­ 
ings of the machinery, he alleged in 
the complaint, the 
Rumely 
people 
had erected a stand over the thresh­ 
er. 
To get upon the stand one had 
to go up steps leading past the belt. 
The stairs were unguarded, he says. 
and in coming down he was jostled 
off by the crowd. He landed upon the 
bolt and was carried into the ma­ 
chinery. 
His arm was severely lacer­ 
ated and permanently injured, he al­ 
leged.

of the Minnie mine, the authorities 
ot Bingham today began the genera­ 
tion of poisonous gases at the eleven 
entrances of the mine where he has 
taken refuge. 
Having claimed six 
known victims Lopez has driven tile 
police and deputies to a state of des­ 
peration and they are determined to 
kill him at all hazards. 
Following 
Saturday 
evening’s 
shooting when the 
Mexican killed 
Deputies Mandarich and Hulsey and 
"as reported to have slain an Ans- 
Tian named Melich. Lopez kept the 
posse men at bay. 
He made no fur­ 
ther attempt to attack them Sunday 
while they built bulkheads in 
the 
mine to pen him in. 
Sunday the deputies 
braved 
the 
slayer s bullets to recover the bodies 
of his dead. 
They brought out the 
corpses of Mandarich and Hulsey, but 
found no trace of Melich. 
Many now 
believed Melich was not slain, as at 
first believed, but escaped. 
Lopez 
is getting desperate. 
He has eaten 
! nothing for more than four days and 
yesterday made a rush to a bulwark 
the deputies had erected, and at­ 
tempted to tear it down. 
A volley 
of shots drove him hack to the re­ 
cesses of the mine. 
It was immedi­ 
ately af‘er that the posse went In 
and recovered the t .’. > ct rp.ses . It 
was then decided to send gases into, 
the mine. 
No confirmation has been obtain­ 
ed of the report that Mike Cratiovich 
who recently 
shot

wounded his wife a* Rinaham is also 
in the Minnie mine and is working 
with Lopez. 
Trio* to Escape 
Before daylight 
today Lopez at­ 
tempted to escape from the Minnie 
tor Apex mine of Rinehatn. through 
the Parnell tunnel, according to ad­ 
vices received here. 
He rushed to 
the mouth of this tunnel, but wa* 
I forced to retire when he saw armed 
: deputies on guard. 
Fires were burn- 
| ed during the morning at the 7*>0 
j foot level of the mine. 
They were 
j fed with cayenne pepper.sulphur and 
damp powder in an effort to strangle 
I the Mexican. 
There are indications 
1 that he is active, and it is believed 
I he is trying to erect a wall across 
the tunnel to keep out these fumes.

They 
could hear the Mexican moving abou* 
and Corello called to him several 
times that his last hour on earth had 
come.

Sounds c o n 'eyed by the 
air pipe in the mine indicated Lopez 
was following the pine back into the 
tunnel, retreating from the bulkhead.
